ALLEGED FABRICATION OF CONSPIRACY=-An attempt to unseat the President, Colone, 
Teodoro Obyang Nguema, was foiled by the security forces, in Malabo, the capital 
city, on April 10, According to exile sources in Madrid, 17 people are thought 

to have been killed in the fighting. Among the dead were two members of the 
Presidential guard (made up of Moroccan troops) and about 15 Equatorial Guinean 
soldiers. Colonel Teodora Obyang Nguema came to power after the regime led by 

the infamous tyrant, Mr Francisco Macias, was toppled in August, 1979. Several 
Ministers in the defunct regime are among the hundred or so people that have been 
arrested. Reports said the prisoners include: Mr Pedro Ekong, a former Minister 
of Health; Mr Angel Masie, a former Interior Minister; Mr Esteban Ngoma, a former 
Ambassador to Spain; Mr Carmelo Modu, a businessman; and Mr Ricardo Nvumba, a 
prominent executive. The suspected backer of the coup is a wealthy businessman 
who returned to his country from exile late in 1979. But this claim made by the 
Madrid newspapers was rejected by one of his partners who said that the conspiracy 
was fabricated by the authorities in order to undermine the prestige of political 
opponents of the President.

Addressing the London Chamber of Commerce, President Limann said relations 
between Ghana and Pritain are long standing and his administration is deter- 
mined to maintain end expand them, He told the leaders of London's commerce 
and industry that Ghana offers them limitless investment opportunities. 
Ghana, he said, needs massive (?infusion) of foreign capital now, but her 
own efforts are woefully inadequate for resuscitating her economy as quickly 
as expected. Ghana is not asking for charity but mutually beneficial 
interaction and she expects that British investors will give her help and 
massive encouragement now rather than later. President Limann mentioned 
particularly, agriculture, gold mining, oil and gas exploration as areas of 
priority in which Ghana expects British investments. 


The Ghana Broadcasting Corporation (GBC) correspondent accompanying the 
president said his speech was very well received by the directors. 


The British High Commissioner to Ghana, Mr Mellon, who also addressed the 
meeting, called on his countrymen to rally to the aid of Ghana.

FOREIGN INTEREST LN GOLD=-An unspecified number of companies from the US, 
Canada, Australia, Brazil, Britain, France and Germany are interested in 
exploiting Ghana's gold, according to a Ministry of Lands and Natural 
Resources official, but were waiting for the passage of the Investment Code 
bill into law. The official told the GHANAIAN TIMES that "even though 

we have a gold refinery at Aboso it will be more profitable to the nation 
it our gold is refined outside because we get a ready payment of 99 per cent 
of the total cost in foreign exchange as soon as it goes outside."

TRIBAL CLASHES--Seven people were killed in disturbances at Bimbila in the 
Northern Region, when a group of Konkombas clashed with Nanumbas. Four 
people were injured. A Konkomba settlement, about four kilometres from 
Bimbila, was completely burned down. A house of a Konkomba leader at Bimbila 
was also destroyed. The trouble started when a Konkomba allegedly stabbed 
the son of the Bimbila-Na during an argument. He was chased in his house 
where he shot and killed the secretary of the Bimbila-Na. In the ensuing 
confrontation, two Nanumbas and four Konkombas were killed. This was made 
known by the Northern Regional Minister, Alhaji Haruna, when confirming 

a SONA report filed from Bimbila. He said the disturbances were not a 
confrontation between the Nanumbas and Konkombas. The Konkomba Chief 
mobilised his people to help the Bimbila-Na to resolve the disorder. The 
Bimbila-Na also agreed to restrain his people. The son of the Bimbila-Na 
who was stabbed has been admitted at the Tamale hospital, and the situation 
at Bimbila was getting back to normal.

[Teat}) The fourth plant of the Dakar port free zone is now operational. Official- 
ly inaugurated by Mr Hamidou Kane, the Senegalese minister of industry, this unit, 
called SOFAM [French-African Metallurgical Company), aims at getting a foothold in 
two especially important slots: the pressure-vessel industry, more particularly 
contracts with the oil industry which is now in full expansion in the area, and 
the assembly of breakdown trailers. SOFAM was created by a Marseilles company, 
the Gensollen group which has extremely diversified activities. In fact, this 
company is active both in general mechanical engineering, in the pressure-vessel 
and sheet~-metal industries and, recently, in the medical equipment industry. In 
the latter field, it started with the development of a high-performance kidney 
dialysis machine intended for the treatment with an artificial kidney. 


The establishment of the Marseilles group's subsidiary has been made possible 
through local financing by SOFISEDIT [Senegalese Financial Company for the 
Development of Industry and Tourism) and the Senegalese Bank Union. The whole 
operation represents an investment of 400 million CFA Francs; it was realized 
with the assistance of several African participants: the Nigerian Chief Lawson, 
who owns 14.5 percent of the stock, the Togolese Chamber of Commerce, che French 
CGOCI [General Trade and Industry Confederation), and numerous Senegalese business- 
men, including Mr Momar Kebe. 


With the development of this production center, the Gensollen group hopes to es~- 
tablish itself on French-speaking African markets. For the Dakar port free zone, 
which is experiencing some starting difficulties, this addition--it already has 

a glove factory, a bicycle tire factory and a cigarette-lighter factory~-comes at 
the right time.

[Text] The Minister of Labor and Social Services, Mr Kumbirai Kang esterday 
urged independent African States in Southern Africa to reduce their economic ties 
with South Africa. 


Opening the conference of Ministers of the Southern Africa Labor Commission in 
Salisbury, he said the move was necessary because of South Africa's "detested 
and abominable" policy of apartheid. 


"Our aim should be to reduce economic ties with South Africa because of its 
apartheid policy and I am sure one of these days people in that country will free 
themselves from the shackles of apartheid,” he said. 


Although Zimbabwe's cut-back on people working in the South African mines had 
had effects on foreign exchange, “our nationals are now free from exploitation" 
by that country. 


The Government had refused to renew the license of a local company which once 
dealt with the recruitment of Zimbabweans to work in the South African mines, 
said the Minister. 


In the past, 30,000 Zimbabweans worked in South African mines. But now the 
number had reduced to 4,800. 


He said the mining industry in Zimbabwe had not expanded fast enough to be able 
to absorb all the returning workers from South Africa. 


However, he said, he was hopeful that employment opportunities in the country 
would continue to improve. 


He told the commission that after South Africa was liberated there would be 
scope for the countries in Southern Africa to "join hands" in mining and agri- 
cultural development for the betterment of the whole region.
